Wolf says the extra amount of 
sugar in Florida Staysweet is the 
result of a different sugar .produc- 
ing gene which regular sweet corn 
hybrids do not have.. Most 
commonly grown hybrids have 
only about.3 percent sugar as 
compared with the 9 percent in 
Florida Staysweet.

Seed bags that 
have been opened should be

Since the new ‘hybrid has so 
little starch in the kernels, Wolf 
explains, the rate of germination 
and degree of seedling vigor may 
be less than for existing sweet corn 
hybrids. This problem can be 
solved, however, by planting extra 
seed im the row arid thinning the 
seedling plants to the proper 
spacing.

Turner said the team of DOR 
central office personnel staff and 
regional office personnel officers, 
when they're sent to Palm Beach 
County, will concentrate their 
efforts on the coast because that's 
where most of the new recruits 
will: probably come from. 

He said approximately 30 per- 
cent of the current GCI employees 
now commute from the coast, in an 
area ranging from Stuart on the 
north to Delray Beach on the 
south. 

“1 dont believe pay is the 
problem so much as housing," 
Turner said. “The pay isn't that 
much less than a teacher starts out 
with." He said he believed ade- 
quate' housing would probably 
solve the real personnel problem. 

A factor which could aggravate 
the situation, Turner said, is that a 
new dormitory is now being 
planned which should “be built 
during the next year to house the 
institution's burgeoning popula- 
tion. 

He said the new dormitory 
would require adding another 12 
vacancies to the 32 now existing. 

Another factor aggravating the 
situation over the situation exist- 
ing a few years ago is the makeup 
of the inmate population. When he 
arrived, Turner found a population 
made up primarily of minimum and 
medium custody prisoners with a 
sprinkling of close custody prison- 
ers. Now, he said, most of the 
inmates are close custody.

Those tests 


The proof of the pudding is in the-eating and tlie proof of 
the testing is often in the hiring. $ 

An example which could be profitably heeded by school 
officials, local and state, and the parents of high school 
students who failed the Adult Performance Level and 
Functional Litéracy tests, who think it's such a shame for a 
student to attend school for 12 years only to receive. a 
certificate of attendance, can be found in local personnel 
offices. 

An example we ran into this week was at Glades 


Correctional Institution, where it has been noted that of every 
five applic: for jobs there, two can’t pass the entrance 
exam. 

The result is that of 261 positions at GCI, 43 are vacant and 


of 131 correctional officer positions, 32 are vacant at a time 
when unemployment is supposed to be such a severe 
problem, nationally statewide and locally: 

Not that the entrance exam at GCI is all that hard. 
According to Superitendent Robert Turner, ‘the exam is an 
equivalent of the Func tional Literacy test which is now being 
reviled across the state as a waste of time, culturally biased, 
too difficult and a bad thing all around. E 

The bad thing about the Funky Lit, as it's well known in the 
Schools, isn't the test itself. The. bad thing is what the test 
reveals.,.the fact high school seniors are being graduated 
who can't read with any degree of facility and/comprehension 
and who can't solve simple arithmetical problems. 

This should be a shocking revelation to the general public 
but there are all too many people, again especially in 
personnel departments of business and industry, who have 
been aware of the illiteracy phenomenon for years. All the 
test, and the county-sanctioned APL test, have done has been 
to measure the rate of failure. 

The failure has also been one of the “‘social experts'' who 
have given birth to the theory that because a child comes from 
a socially and economically deprived family and background, 
that child can't compete with children from the so-called 
rniddle class. ` 

Balderdash! 

That same child should be undernourished ànd a weakling 
but where do oùr best athletes come from? For those who 
don't know, it sure isn't the comfortable well-fed middle 
class, ‘Our best athletes come from those hungry, 
disadvantaged ranks we now say can't learn to read and 
write, much less solve arithetical problems. 

It's a self-fulfilling prophecy. Tell someone often enough 

and loud enough he can't do something and make no 
demands that he do anything, and he won't do anything. 
Why should he? 
Regarding the state NAACP's proposed suit against the 
School's on the basis the Funky Lit exam is culturally biased, 
they'd: better start thinking about how biased against 
illiteracy personnel managers can be. S D

be a réalit y'in the near future and it. would probably be a 
b'tterlocation for the baseball diamond.

Right rates 


A move by the Palm Beach County Coramission to 
deregulate tates by cable television companies may be a good 
one but.it's something which should be watched closely. 

The deregulation of rates was only one part of an overall 
cable TV ordinance passéd by th:e commission and the 
majority of the commission obviously felt enough safeguards 
are built into the ordinance to prevent overcharging. 

Free enterprise, of course, would demand the companies 
be allowed to set their own rates and competition. would 
protect the consumers. But when a company owns a franchise 
in an area, competitive controls are conspicuous by their 
absence. 

Commissioner Bill Bailey, when he moved to deregulate 
the rates, commented the industry would be bound by the - 
market; in that subscribers would give up the service if and 
when the costs get too high. 

About the only justification for that belief is the fact cable 
TV, unlike virtually every other utility, is still in the luxury 
category rather than a necessity and the alternative of a tall 
antenna is still available. у 
But if that's the reasoning .ргосеѕзез used by’ the 
commissioners in their action, it would seem the natural 
extension, following deregulation, would be defranchising the 
service and throwing the business into the open marketplace.

He said the farmers harvested a 
total of 9,028,952 tons of cane, 
compared to 9,919,000 tons last 
year. Last year's harvest netted 
930,000 tons of sugar. 

"Last year's freeze was the 
greatest cause of short tonnage,” 
Fairbanks said. "The Jan. 20, 1977 
freeze killed everything in the 
plant cane and regrowth fields and 
later frosts, and frosts this year, 
did more damage."

He said the later frosts combine 
with the freeze to result in shorter 
cane and fewer stalks per acre but 
noted the sucrose yield was 9.7 
percent, better than in any of the 
past three years. 

“We'll probably feel that freeze 
and the frosts this year for 
another year at least,” he said. 
“We'll probably have shorter and 
next harvest too.” 

Fairbanks noted the “shorter 
and fewer stalks” per acre was 
also the cause of the shorter 
harvest season, which average 126 
days, compared to some seasons in 
the past ranging anywhere from 
140 to’ more than 200 days. 

The first mill began grinding 
Oct. 26 of last year and the last 
mill in the area ground down April 
7, he said. While that comes to a 
total season of 164 days, 
Fairbanks noted the average 
season length was derived from all 
the mills and the first to begin 
grinding wcre also the first to 
grind down. 

“Of course, we want longer 
seasons,” he said, “Because the 
longer we grind, the more 
efficiently the mills operate.”

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South Bay discusses . 
zoning and fire truck 


SOUTH BAY - Members of the 
South Bay City Commission found 
Tuesday night they have no power 
to grant variances on zoning 
questions but they do have a 
chance to get another fire truck 
for less than $3,000 this year. 

The zoning question came up 
when T. R. Scott, a Loxahatchee 
contractor, appeared before the 
commissioners to complain that 
Leslie Smith; a South Bay man he 
is working for, was first’ told he 
could build a four-unit apartment 
building on a Southwest Seventh 
Avenue plot of land and was then 
told he couldnt. 

Smith, who appeared with 
Scott, said he had asked City 
Clerk Virginia Walker about his 
plans some time ago, when he was 
in the process of buying the land, 
across the street from Days Inn, 
and she told him he could build 
the apartment. 

But Scott said when he 
attempted to get the building 
permit last week, he was told the 
11,746 square feet on the property 
isn't adequate for the project and 
the permit was refused. 

Before the commission could 
шаКе a decision, however, City 
Attorney Jim Gann said he had 
researched the laws and had found 
the city fathers have no right to 
grant the variance, that it will 
have to go before the Board of 
Adjustments. 

The Board of Adjustments was 
formed more than a year ago but 
has never been active. Gann said 
the only appeal from the board is 
through circuit court. 

Mayor Billy Wells said he would 
notify the board members, Harvey 
Hodges, L.C. Police, Thomas 
Williams, Paul Wilson and 
HowardWoodham, they should set 
a meeting and then notify Scott of 
when the meeting is to take place. 

Later in the meeting, Fire Chief 
Jim Webber told the commission 
the city has a chance to get a 
backup fire truck, sharing the 
$5,500 cost with the State Division 
of Forestry. 

The ‘city’s. share of the cost 
would be $2,750 and it would be 
for a 50 year lease. The truck 
would be shared with the Division 
of Forestry and Webber said its 
primary use would be as a backup 
unit to the two trucks already їп

He explained the city could get 
the trutk through a program 
begun by the Division of Forestry

"Florida Staysweet plantings must _ 


be isolated from regular sweet 
corn, field corn or pop corn by four 
weeks difference in planting-setes 
or at least one-fourth mile in 
distance. Pollen from any of these 
other corns falling on Florida 
Staysweet silks will cause starchy, 
unsweet kernels on the ears and 
destroy its excellent eating 
quality. Conversely, pollen from 
Florida Staysweet will cause objec- 
tionable starchy kernels on ears of 
regular sweet corn," Wolf states. 

The harvest period for Florida 
Staysveet is not as critical as for 
normal sweet corn, but it should be 
harvested as near to optimum 
maturity for the majority of plants 
as possible. The pericarp or 
chewable portion of the kernel 
becomes thicker as the ears pass 
optimum maturity, with loss in 
eating quality:
